NOTIFICATION 

New Dt I hi , the 26/ft December 1977 

G.S.R 773{FJ) —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (n) of sub-section (2) of 
section 141 of the Bolder Security Foicc Act, 1968 (47 of 1968), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules, namely;—• 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These rules may be called the Border Security 
Force, Chief Law Officer and Law Officers Recruitment and Conditions of Service Rules, 
1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Appointment to the post of Chief Law Officer, —The post of foe Chief Law Officer 
may be filled m the fol'o'- mg mannci namely — 

(a) by promotion of an Officer who has been a Law Officer, Grade I, of the Force 

for not less than five years; or 

(b) by appointment of u person who — 

(i) is or has been an Officer of the rank of Colonel or equivalent in the Depart¬ 
ment of the Judge Advocate General in any of the Armed Forces of the 
Union; or 

(it) is or has been a member of t’nc State Judicial Service for a period of not less 
than 15 years; or 
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( 111 ) is or has been a Central Government employee who is a Law Graduate and 
who has had experience in Legal Affans in a Gazetted post for not Jess 
than 15 years and has held the post of Deputy Legal Adviser or equivalent 
post; or 

(iv) is or has been a State/Central Government employee who is a Law Graduate 
and who has had experience in I ega) Affairs m a Gazetted post for not 
less than 1? years and has held the rank ol Superintendent of Police or 
equivalent post 

3. Appointment to the posts of Law Officers:— 

(1) Appointment to ihe pint of Law Officer Grade t, —The posts of Law Officers, Grade 
I, may be fffied in any of the following manner, namely — 

(a) by promotion of an officer who has been a Law Officer, Grade II, in the Force for 

not less than five years, or 

(b) by appointment of a person who — 

(i) is or has been 'an Assistant ludge Advocate General in any of the Armed 
Forces of the Union; or 

( 11 ) is or has been a member of the State ludicial Service for a period of not 
less than ten years or has held a Gazetted post in the Legal Department 
of a State Government for a period of not less than ten years, or 

( 111 ) is or has been a Central Government employee who is a Law Graduate and 
who has had experience in Legal Affairs in a Gazetted post for not less 
than ten years; or 

(iv) is a Law Graduate and has been 'a prosecution counsel in a Gazetted rank 
under the Central or State Government for not less than ten years 
and has held the rank of Superintendent of Police or equivalent post 

(2) Appointment to the post of Law Officer Grade V. —The posts of Law Officer. Grade 
n, may be filled from amongst (he following persons, namely:— 

(a) any officer of the Force who is a Law Graduate and has held the post of Assis¬ 

tant Commandant in the Force for not less than five years; or 

(b) any person who is or has been a Deputy Assistant Judge Advocate General in 

any of the Armed Forces of the Union, of 

(c) any person who is 01 has been a, member of the State Judicial Service for a 

period of not less than five years, or 

(d) any person who is a Law Graduate and who has held a Gazetted post in the 

Legal Department of a State for not less than five years; or 

(e) any person who is a Law Graduate and who has been a prosecution counsel in 

a Gazetted rank under the Central or State Government for not less than five 
years and has held the rank of Deputy Superintendent of Police or equivalent 
post, or 

(f) any person who is a Law Graduate 'and who is a Central Government servant 

having experience in legal affairs in a Gazetted post for not less than five 
years: or 

(g) any person who is a Law Graduate and hhs held post of an Assistant Commandant 

or an equivalent post in any Armed Force of the Union or Police Force of 
a.State for a period of not less than five years; or 

(h) any person who is a Law Graduate from 'a recognised University in Tndia having 

secured not less than 60 per cent marks or possessing a post-graduate Degree 
m Law and is below 30 years of age, or 

( 1 ) any person who is a practising lawyer with at least five years’ experience at the 
Bar and is not more than 35 years of age 

4 Seniority of Law Officers—Seniority of Law Officers shall be determined in accord¬ 
ance wilfa the following principles, namely,— 

(a) An officer appointed in a substantive capacity shall be senior to 'an officer ap¬ 

pointed m an officiating capacity; 

(b) seniority of officers appointed to any post in a substantive capacity shall be 

determined in accordance with the date of appointment to that post in a 
subsrantive capacity and where two or more officers are appointed in a subs¬ 
tantive capacity on the same date, their seniority shall be determined in 
accordance with their seniority while holding such posts in an officiating 
capacity; 
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(c) seniority of officers appointed to any post in an officiating capacity shall be 
determined in accordance with the order of selection for appointment to the 
post, 

5. Superannuation —The age of superannuatiort for the Chief Law Officer and the Law 
Officers shall be 58 years. 

6 Other conditions of service —The conditions of service of the Chief Law Officer 
and Law Officers in respect of matters for which no provision or insufficient provision has 
been made under these rules shall, unless the Central Government by an order in writing 

otherwise directs, be the same as arc applicable from time to time to Other officers of 

the force holding the corresponding ranks or status. 

7. Power to relax.—Where I’.ie Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary 
or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
tiny of the provisions of these rules with respect to any clause or category of persons 

8 Iiitetpreealkm ^-If any question arisss relating to the interpretation of these rules, it 
shall be referred to the Central Govrnment who shill decide the Same.
